Impression Prevails That This May 
be the Biggest Producer in Valley. 

Many ijitiiDested visitors have been 
thronging to the Valley to see the 
Lowery Petroleum well which blew in 
Saturday and is considered to be 
probably the largest gas well-in Tur¬ 
ner Valley.- The flow is roughly es¬ 
timated as between 30,000,000 and 
35,000,000 cubic feet. Production will 
urot he put through the separator un¬ 
til the well has thoroughly cleaned 
itself out. ' 

Upon the moistness of the gas de¬ 
pends the amount of production 
which will be obtained. According 
to unofficial estimates, from the field 
based on the assumption that the gas 
is as wet as that coming from the 
Home wells, Lowery Pete should be 
good,for about 800 barrels daily stea¬ 
dy production. At present, Home No 
3 the greatest well in Turner Valley, 
is producing on an average of“ about 
600 barrels daily. 

The Lowery Petroleum well is lo¬ 
cated just south of the Associated 
and southeast of the Aisl*- Con. wells, 
in section 17, legal subdivision 14, of 
Southern * Turner Valley. In the 
same section are located the Mayland 
wells, with Mayland No. 1 about a 
quarter of a mile, away. Lowery Pete 
No. 1 was spudded in. on July 24'of 
last year. The last official report 
gave the depth of the well at 6,464 
feet, 359 feet in the limestone.

UNEQUAL TERMS 

Anyone arguing, that the Canadian 
dairyman should be able to produce 
butter as cheaply as the New Zealan- 
deh, fails to take note of certainVfav- 
orable conditions in New Zealand. 
There the sun shines on both sides of 
the fence for the greater part of tho 
year and the mercury never drops so 
low that clover will not grow. Cattle 
roam freely for twelve months of the 
year and grow fat on alfalfa, as well 
as producing tremendous quantities 
of milk. 

The New Zealander has no expen¬ 
sive bank 5 barn to .put up, to shelter 
his animals. They are out all year 
long. .Neither does he have to har¬ 
vest a crop of hay, because grass 
grows steadily. 

Again, for every pound of butter 
exported, the New Zealand govern¬ 
ment pays a bounty of from one to 
two cents. 

The New Zealand dairyman-is able 
to operate so that he has gained sev¬ 
eral cents on- a pound, before the 
Canadian has paid expenses.

Pearce of Calgary, one of the 
most' prominent and valued of Alber¬ 
ta’s pioneers died on Monday morn- j 
ing, aged 82 years. 

Mr. Pearce has been known to en- 
giners and farmers of the west as j 
“the father of irrigation in Alberta’’ | 
He advocated irrigation in the early ' 
'80’s and was strongly in favor of the 
projected Lethbridge Southeastern ! 
irrigation. Up to his death he has 
been advocating a Saskatchewan river ! 
scheme which would irrigate and ac¬ 
claim the dry area north east of Cal¬ 
gary.

2. ; Favorihg the funding of a por¬ 
tion of the auto and gas taxes and 
the borrowing of $10,000,000 to speed 
highway construction in Alberta. 

3. Asking the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to build a trans-Canada hard- 
surface highway.' 

4. Asking the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to vote a subvention of $50,000- 
000 for aid to the provinces in high¬ 
way building, to be expended on a 
mileage basis. 

Immigrants to Canada from now 
on will be required by the Dominion 
governments not only to pay their 
own passage money, but to have 
enough left over to keep them and 
their families for a reasonable period 
in Canada. Assisted immigration is 
to end, Horn Charles Stewart says. 

We" can put no obstacles in the v.-ay 
of the British immigrants who wish 
to come to Canada, except that these 
will not be sanctioned by the depart¬ 
ment unless they have secured per¬ 
mits from the province concerned. 
This, he said, appWe» to assisted im¬ 
migration, whether the assistance 
comes from the British government, 
the railroad companies or anywhere 
else. The only exception will be in 
the case of non-adulf immigration, 
where encouragement will still be giv 
en to British boys coming to settle 
on farms' in Canada.

In Canada there is a tax of $7.60 
per 1000 on all cigarettes. The Can¬ 
adian smoker in 1929 consumed 3,927*
